On July 8, Colorado Springs was hit 
by a tornado!

stage preparing for a show. All of a 
sudden someone hollered, “It’s show- 
time!” and the tornado... which answers 
to the name of JAY CHEVALIER... 
struck full force! The impact was so 
great ...arfd so unexpected...that the 
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customers sat through the first two num- 
bers in a state of apparent shock! 

One reason for the state of shock ex- 
perienced by these customers was that 
this tornado didn’t LOOK like one. Off- 
stage, Jay Chevalier is a rather quiet, 
friendly man who bears such a resem- 
blance to Jim Reeves that you expect 
him to sing like Jim. But when he gets 
ON a stage you quickly discover that the 
looks are where the resemblance begins 
and ends. The style is STRICTLY 
CHEVALIER! 

Jay claims to be a 14 carat Cajun, but 
anyone who has seen him perform knows 
that he is a 24 carat entertainer! Not 
only does he have class and personality, 
but... like all good Cajuns...he was 
born with rhythm in his veins instead 
of plain old ordinary blood! Anyone who 
can sit still while this whirlwind is do- 
ing an uptempo tune, has to be either 
too young to know or too old to care! 

He croons a ballad with the feeling of 
an actor playing a part. Then... just 
when he has his audience feeling sorry 
for him because he’s so heart-broken, he 
cuts loose with an uptempo tune in a 
style that is reminiscent of “early Elvis 
Presley” but still a CHEVALIER orig- 
inal. It absolutely defies comparison to 


anything else! 


If anyone could personify the word 
“ambition” . .. Jay Chevalier does! At the 
age of 15, he already had his own radio 
show. Six years later, he was a Sgt. in 
the Marine Corps...a rank that is not 
easily acquired at ANY age! He has 
played such shows as the Big D Jam- 
boree, Louisiana Hayride, etc., and won 
2nd place in the nation-wide Rodgers 
Country Music Contest in 1959. Cur- 
rently, he has been appearing at the 
world famous Golden Nugget in Las 
Vegas. 


Besides his musical talent, Jay has a 
talent for being “different.” In ’59 he 
wrote and recorded “The Ballad of Earl 
K. Long”... the story of the then Gover- 
nor of Louisiana who was very much in 
the news at that time. This so impressed 
the Governor that he hired Jay, who 
traveled with him until the Governor’s 
death in 1960. He has also written songs 
about such newsworthy subjects as the 
Gary Powers spy case, the Cuban situa- 
tion, and more recently wrote and re- 
corded a song called “Kruschev and the 
Devil”... and sent a copy to Mr. Kru- 
schev! (Well, he WAS a fearless Marine!)

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It is a nice feeling once in a while to read a success 
story and know the man or woman you are following up 
or down the road of life has gotten there without being 
born with a silver spoon in his mouth. The greatest story 
one can hear or read about in this modern day of mad 
turmoil is to find a man who, though he was down, could 
pick himself up by his boot straps and follow the hard 
road that leads to success. 

As a child I’m sure that none of us would have chosen 
to have been born to a large family and the many hard- 
ships that befell this man we write about today. 

Yet, looking back, Cal (“High Pockets’) Worthing- 
ton would not change one iota of the life that is now 
behind him. 

Cal was born in the little town of Bly, Oklahoma to 
a very large family. Times were so hard and the winters 
so severe, that at times the family had to take the tires 
off their car and sell them for groceries. Still the Worth- 
ington family survived all of those lean years with love 
and understanding for one another. Who was it said 
“Money is happiness!”’ 

And a child grew up, and with the coming of a war, 
quickly grew into manhood. 

As a Captain in the Air Force, he flew twenty nine. 
missions over Germany in a B-17. After the war he re- 
turned home to start a new life. 

Now, with his lovely wife, Barbara, he moved to 
Corpus Christi, Texas, where he found employment as 
an iron worker on a bridge gang. 

Although he was happy at this trade, he was still dis- 
content working for the other man. So, he started out to 
plan a new life for himself. This consisted of fixing up old 
cars and selling them from the front lawn of his home. 
This continued until he was able to rent a small lot and 
earn a meager living from selling used cars. 

Moving to California in 1947, he was engaged in vari- 
ous occupations until 1958, when he started Worthington 
Dodge, that one day would become the largest Dodge 
Agency in the world.

As a child you saw a world of entertainment, a world 
which you were one day to become a very important part. 

In Sasakawa Oklahoma, when you first saw the light 
of day, you had dreams, dreams of being a singer, maybe 
even one day coming to Hollywood, but as one of 6 chil- 
dren born to an Oklahoma oil worker this was only a 
dream. For your Dad had plans for you, plans that you 
would one day follow in his footsteps. “THRU THE 
EYES OF A CHILD” Your world was going to be differ- 
ent. You wanted to be like Roy Rogers or Gene Autry, they 
were your heroes. Each week you would gather pecans 
around the farm to sell just to get a dime, the price of the 
local movie house to see your heroes, watching the movies, 
over and over, and yes, Dreaming.

“YOU COULD SEE GOOD NO BAD” and your faith 
would not let you give up. So, while waiting for that big 
break you decided to finish your schooling. You entered 
Compton Junior College, where for the next two years you 
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study and major in Physical Education. Now it was 1950 
and you were signed to do a TV Show with the late 
Johnny Horton. “I COULD SEE ALL THE GOOD 
THINGS IN LIFE I’D NEVER HAD” Yes Sammy this 
life was a far cry from Oklahoma. 

One show led to another, KXLA, then to the well 
Cliffe Stone Show “Home Town Jamboree”, with a couple 
years out for Uncle Sam’s service, then back to your first 
love, playing and singing and of course your lovely wife, 
Claré and now your first son, Chris. 

Your dreaming never ceased, for all the time you were 
working on T'V shows and at local clubs at night you were 
planning ahead. Your never ending energy and love for 
your profession kept you plugging ahead. Your dreams 
were becoming a reality, one by one. An idea for a TV 
Show of your own becomes a reality. Things were happen- 
ing fast, but as in life things are not always easy, the 
show went off the air, yet you continue to work and dream. 
You taught physical education days and worked: clubs at 
night. Now you have two more sons John and Tim. You 
are a wonderful father and proud of your loving family. 

All the hard work was not in vain, for in 1961 another 
dream was coming true. You were to be a director and 
singer on your own show, the famous “Worthington 
Dodge Country Music Time.” 

“TF I COULD SEE THE WORLD THROUGH THE 
EYES OF A CHILD” Even as a child your dreams did 
not contain all the things that were happening now. The 
next two years you were to become a singing star, a direc- 
tor and be the most televised star in the Country Music 
field.

This will be the 
greatest American Trade Fair to date 
and the greatest step forward for our 
music. The majority of Country 
foreign entertainment has been for 
the USO and government service in- 
stallations. This Fair will be open to 
the public for the 15 non-communist 
countries, the huge sit down theater 
will be open to all. 

I would say the overall goal and 
end result of this production will be 
to cement foreign relations, giving 
them an actual picture of our true liv- 
ing conditions, personality and talent.

October 1, Mr. and Mrs. Gay dined 
at the White House with President 
and Mrs. John F. Kennedy. Promi- 
nent among the other guests was His 
Imperial Majesty, The Emperor of 
Ethopia. 

Mr. Gay has a ‘handshake’ deal 
with several networks and is still 
negotiating on a TV series. This will 
be live, on tape, emanating from 
Nashville, full network and full bud- 
get. The sponsors will be of a normal 
consumer type nature, products that 
could be used by the large majority. 
It will be handled by all union tech- 
nicians, never before done here. This 
Town & Country series is slanted to 
the total 190,000,000 population; not 
restricted to just Country, for full 
network, it will necessarily be of a 
broader scope. This plan also cannot 
be on prime TV time, and is months 
away from an air ‘date. They are 
shooting for a 1964 target, plus the 
hope it will be transmitted on Telstar 
to South America, Asia and Europe. 

Connie and Katherine recently 
completed a world tour, wherein they 
found Country and Western Music is 
going in all countries. They even 
found it prevalent at the Europa and

He could barely hear her 
say, “yes” on the noisy trans-Atlantic 
call, so he asked her over and over 
again, yelling to the top of his voice. 
The 17-minute phone call was $85.00, 
almost as much as Johnny made in a 
month. But he still says it was well 
worth it. 

Before the ring was given, and even 
after the engagement, Johnny insisted 
that Vivian accept occasional dates 
with other men. Not that he wasn’t 
possessive of “his woman’, but he 
wanted her to enjoy her teenage years, 
the best years of her life, he felt, most 
of all to be sure she still wanted to wait 
for him, that he was “the one”’. 

Reluctantly, a few months later, 
Vivian began dating occasionally... 
but she was very careful whom she 
dated, and the dates were always in her 
home, with her parents ever present, or 
to an afternoon movie, or to the roller 
skating rink. 

Johnny, in his endless days of soli- 
tude, and though it was his idea, came 
to resent even the ‘Sunday dates’’. 
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Finally, in one of his many moods, 
this one a very bad mood, he wrote 
Vivian a cold, hard letter accusing her 
of playing him fora sucker... and with 
this insult, he almost lost her. For a 
while, the letters stopped. 

Johnny wrote again, begging her 
pardon, He was sorry about the cold 
words, but he still couldn’t stand her 
being with someone else. The dates had 
to stop. 

So Vivian, now graduated from high 
school, agreed. She was working as a 
secretary in her father’s insurance firm 
in San Antonio. At night she spent 
most of her time sewing pillow cases, 
quilts, etc., planning for the time when 
Johnny came home. 

On July 4, 1954, civilian Johnny 
Cash, stepped off the plane in Mem- 
phis, Tennessee, and into the arms of 
his mother, daddy, brothers, sisters... 
and Vivian. 

Amazingly, (as they had feared) 
Vivian and Johnny didn’t feel like 
strangers to each other. The situation 
seemed so right, just what they had 
looked forward to three years ago. They 
immediately started making plans to 
get married. 

When Johnny first arrived in Ger- 
many, he liked it very much. Lands- 


berg, where he was stationed, was a 
little farming town in Bavaria. The 
land was beautiful. Rolling hills of 
green, streams full of trout, and usually 
comfortable climate, within sight of the 
Alps Mountains, and near the famous 
Black Forest. 

The people were friendly, prices were 
low, and he spent many, many off-duty 
hours walking along the country roads. 
In the spring it was like home in a way. 
Everywhere there were trees, green 
grass, flowers and birds. 

But again, on the base, most all the 
men he lived with were strangers. 
Johnny, again was the quiet one... 
maybe even a little backward, or rather 
“unagegressive”. He quietly listened, in 
the background, as the others told of 
their wild adventures in Munich, or 
Paris and the other places. 

By this time though, Johnny had 
realized that the key to his acceptance 
as “one of the boys”, or at least, “one 
of part of the bays”, was music. Still, 
he kept quiet. 

The American Forces Network from 
Frankfurt broadcast a thirty-minute 
program of folk and country music 
daily at 3 p.m. As much as Johnny 
loved the music, he never made it a 
special point to turn on the radio at 
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that time. 

The program was referred to as 
“Stick-buddy Jamboree”, and natu- 
rally, in a round-about way those who 
listened to the program were thought of 
as “stick-buddies”, or worse, “hicks” 
by those who didn’t listen. 

Sensitive Johnny Cash carefully ana- 
lyzed the prevailing conditions, and 
decided to remain passive, not showing 
like or dislike for any kind of music 
until the right time came along. He 
felt that first of all, he must try to make 
friends with all his roommates, from 
every part of the country...then... 

He applied himself to his job in the 
Air Force with all his strength. The 
few “goof-offs’” couldn’t understand 
him. He seemed to “eat up” every phase 
of his job. But at the same time, 
“sripe” about military life as most any 
service man does at times. He gained 
the desired “acceptance” or respect of 
the guys he worked and lived with. 

Proudly, he slowly realized that he 
was not considered a “hick” or “stick- 
buddy”, but just one of the boys. A 
normal private-first-class who scrubbed 
as much of the floor as anyone else. 

Then, one night alone in his room, 
he heard music. “Back home” music, 
the sound of guitars, and folk songs. 
He walked down the hall and into the 
open room where sat James Woodward 
from Mass., Orville Rigdon from Los 
Angeles, and Reid Cummins from Ar- 
kansas. Two of the three had played 
professionally back home. Johnny, 
already knowing the boys well, joined 
in the singing. 

It is the usual thing among folk and 
country musicians and singers, that 
they had played some musical instru- 
ment all their life, practically. But not 
so in the case of Johnny Cash. His 
mother’s guitar was broken when he 
was still too young to play, and during 
his childhood. Johnny didn’t even 
know anyone who had a guitar, much 
less own one himself. 

Johnny was in Germany before he 
realized that he could buy his own 
guitar. And walking four miles from the 
base to Landsberg, he bought a cheap 
German guitar. There wasn’t even a 
brand name on the guitar, and Johnny 
had no idea how to make the first chord 
on it. 

But his friends, Rigdon, Cummins 
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and Woodward were eager to help. 
They showed him a few chords, and 
from there he finally learned enough 
by himself to play rhythm to his 
singing. 

The boys began getting together on 
their days off, their singing sessions 
usually lasting all night. Once in a 
while they took their instruments to 
the local German ‘‘Gasthauses” and 
entertained whomever might drop in. 

Alone in his room, Johnny sang, and 
accompanied himself on the guitar, the 
songs that he had written. With the 
music to accompany him, he “got the 
feeling” of the songs, and immediately 
threw most of them away. 

Always, from the beginning he was 
very critical of the songs he sang, and 
of his own voice. He studied the style 
of some of his favorites, Jimmie Rod- 
gers, Hank Williams, Hank Snow, 
Ernest Tubb, trying to analyze their 
style, and figure out their reason for 
selling. 

Though Johnny Cash had his favor- 
ites, and he switched from this one to 
that, he never tried to sing like any of 
them, but tried instead to adapt his 
favorite songs to his own style, and 
tried to write songs differently than any 
others. 

Johnny always wanted to sing pro- 
fessionally, but from the time he played 
his first chord on the guitar, he had 
his heart and mind set on a career in 
music. 

During the three years in Germany, 
he wrote many, many songs. But most 
of them were never heard, and never 
will be heard. He would write one, then 
sing it off and on for a few weeks, then 
tear it up and throw it away and write 
a new one. He didn’t like anything he 
wrote those first couple of years. 

Johnny and Vivian were married 
August 7, 1954 in San Antonio, Texas. 
When Johnny had first come home, 
they spent practically everything they 
had saved, and when they, got married, 
and with no job in sight, their resources 
were about $200.00. 


With the help of brother, Roy, who 
was working for a car dealer in Mem- 
phis, they made a small down pay- 
ment on a Plymouth, and paid their 
first month’s rent on a hot, dirty, up- 
stairs apartment in an older section of 


Memphis. 

Johnny realized that success in 
music must be pretty far away, and 
now he was broke and had to have a 
job right away to buy groceries, pay 
rent, car payments, etc. 

He drove all over town, walked the 
streets, was interviewed here and 
there, and filled in application blanks 
for every kind of job imaginable from 
carpenter’s helper to private detective. 
Finally, Mr. George Bates of “Home 
Equipment Co.” took him on as a 
salesman, of all things. The last: thing 
in the world that he ever thought he’d 
be was a salesman... and he wasn’t. 

Although it was .rough then, it 
seems funny to Johnny now about his 
career as a salesman. He says he was 
a kind of a “You don’t want any, do 
you?” type of salesman. 

Walking the streets, knocking on 
doors, trying to sell appliances, some 
weeks he brought home thirty or forty 
dollars, some weeks, nothing. Some- 
times Mr. Bates “advanced” him 
twenty or thirty dollars to buy food 
with, or make a rent payment, and 
sometimes brother Roy managed to 
have an extra ten or twenty. But he 
just couldn’t sell appliances. He 
couldn’t sell anything, and he knew 
it. But Mr. Bates kept him going, al- 
ways telling him that he would suc- 
ceed. Meanwhile his “advances” went 
up to four, five, six, seven hundred 
dollars. 

Many times he was down to his last 
cent. Not even enough for a loaf of 
bread. Many of those times Vivian 
came through with fifteen or twenty 
cents that she had saved for such an 
“occasion”... but a few times they 
went without because Vivian hadn’t 
had any to save. Vivian’s dad, sensing 
their need, sent money at times to tide 
them over. 

But things were bad. Expenses were 
piling up. And he was selling even less 
for Home Equipment Company,... 
and Vivian was pregnant. He felt he 
had to get her out of the hot upstairs 
apartment. 

About this time Roy introduced 
Johnny to a couple of his friends at the 
garage. Luther Perkins, who played 
the guitar, and Marshall Grant, who 


played bass.

The three of them immediately be- 
gan “getting together” at night and 
singing. The songs Johnny had writ- 
ten fit right into the style of the music 
the two played. Johnny wrote more 
songs. Still no chance for a_ profes- 
sional career in sight, but they played 
together in their homes almost every 
night. 

Somehow, Johnny managed to move 
out of the upstairs apartment and 
into a duplex just two blocks from 
his job. The first little Cash arrived. 
Dark haired, dark-eyed Rosanne ar- 
rived May 24, 1955. 

For a while, (but just for a while) be- 
fore Roseanne was born, Johnny drop- 
ped the music idea, and worked harder 
and harder trying to sell. But it was 
just no use. He was no salesman. 

Then Roy took Johnny to a coun- 
try music show at Overton Park Shell 
in Memphis, and it was there that 
Johnny made up his mind that music 
was for him. But how? Where was the 
starting point? He knew absolutely 
nobody in the music business, not 
even any of the disc jockeys. 

But Sun Records in Memphis had 
a new singer named Elvis Presley. 
Luther knew Presley’s guitar player, 
Scotty Moore, and Scotty told Luther 
who Johnny should see at Sun for an 
audition. 

“Mr. Phillips, my name is John 
Cash. I write songs, sing and play the 
guitar and I wonder if you’d listen to 
me?” Johnny told the Sun Records 
man over the phone. 

“Sorry, but I’m too busy these days, 
call me in a couple of weeks,” he 
answered. 

Johnny counted the days till two 
weeks had passed, then called Mr. 
Phillips again. Mr. Phillips didn’t re- 
member him calling before, but told 
Johnny that he could come in in a 
couple of weeks. 

For the next two weeks, Johnny 
practiced every night with Luther and 
Marshall. Practiced all the old songs 
he knew, and a few that he had writ- 
ten. Most of his own songs were 
hymns or spirituals that he had writ- 
ten in the past year. 

Scared half to death, his voice 
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shaky, Johnny stood in Sun’s studio 
with his old German guitar, and with 
Luther and Marshall backing him up, 
he sang one song after another. Mr. 
Phillips sat quietly, and showing no 
concern whatsoever, listened to half a 
dozen songs. 

Finally, after what seemed a five 
minute pause, Mr. Phillips said, 
“What else do you have?” ... and 
Johnny sang half a dozen more. 

The last song that Johnny sang 
was one of his own called, “Hey, 
Porter.” 

Mr. Phillips stood up and turned 
on the recorder, had him sing “Hey, 
Porter” again, and one side of their 
first record was recorded, the first and 
only “take.” 

But everyone was at a loss for a 
song for the other side of the record. 
A ballad, a love song was needed, Mr. 
Phillips felt. Johnny went home that 
night and wrote a weeper called ‘Cry, 
Cry, Cry.” A week later, this song 
was recorded, and Johnny rushed 
home to Vivian with the news. He 
was going to get a recording contract.
